Thoro are evidoncos on the American 
aide that next year will witness great ao- 
tivity in railway building. Already the 
coming saaaon's output of the rolling mills 
has bsen purchased, and there will, no 
doubt, be many new mills started. The 
Paoifio coast will eapeoially be the scene 
of larpa opprutions, ns it is pretty well 
undorrtood thivt aovoral of tlw great rail- 
way cc rporstions are bent upon aeouring 
an advsntiigooua outlet to tlia aoa. The 
Northern Pucilio is now coiiatruolini); the 
switch-back over the Oascade dirision to 
' TftObiqii, while., work is also progcessing^ 
oh the long" tunnel. By thus securing a 
lino of its into its own terminus it will be 
frood from tho preaent dictiitiou of the 
O. 11. &N. Cn.'fl system, which charges 
looftl rates over its line from Wallula 
junction to Portland. And the Northern 
Paoilio will also put a line of gteamors on 
the loute between Taooma and Yiutoria, 
-and tb'iiR will'be enabled to give eliippora 
rates that will compete Bucceeafully with 
any other route. This in itself would be 
of great advantage to Victoria. But the 
Northern P.iciSo is not tho only syatoni 
that is seeking for the Pugot Sound 
trade. Tho accomplishing of the above 
would virtually bo prohibitory to the O 
R. &N. Co., and they have not been 
idle, having had Rurvoynrs in the field 
during the past summer tu determine on 
a route that will bring their line either to 
Port Towiisen,d or Port Angelja. While 
this is the case the Northwestern com- 
pany have been pushing tho construction 
of their lino from Omaha through Ne- 
braska and Wyoming, the direction being 
northwesterly to Oiiiiirio, in Idaho, and 
through the mountains by a practicable 
route to a connection with the Oregon and 
Pacific road, and thence to the seaboard 
at Yaquina Bay. This would furnish the 
moat direct route between Chicago 
and tlie rioli intervening states and 
tho Pacilic coast, and direct rail connec- 
tion with Portland and San Francisco, 
and by acting in coticort with tho O R. 
& N. Co. would provide the shortest line 
between the" American east and Puget 
Sound. This would bring rail communi- 
cation within a little over an hour's 
Btoamer run from Victoria. In tho event 
of this tranacoiitineiital line being con - 
sunimated, and the indications are that 
it will be, it would compel tho Northern 
Pacific to draw still nearer to the s?"*- 
board . It lias long been the o6ntentioD 
cf those who have watched the various 
moves that havo been made on tho rail- 
way chesR-board, and who havo acquainted 
themselves with the territory, that the 
Korihern Pacific muat altimstely bring 
its fails to a termination at Ship harbor 
on Fidalgo Island, which is in an almost 
direct lino with Victoria, This would 
furnish a terminus of magnificent facili- 
ties, and would allow of vessels sailing 
into the harbor at all seasons with safety. 
Its terminus would then be but an hour's 
ateBmer tDD .from Victoria. While all 
this is being done, and many towns and 
cities are eager to see it an accoiliplished 
fact, Victoria is waiting quietly by, and 
will receive the greater benefit. With 
three transcontinental railways ready to 
do her carrying trade, she will be placed in 
a position to successfully compete for the 
business which she now firmly holds, but 
which is being looked after by other cen- 
tres. The termini of three great railway 
Byatnms also being at her doors will, in 
many other ways, benefit Victoria, and 
there ii little cause to be aerTons about 
her future progress. There are signs on 

every hand that business is constantly 
improving in Canada and the United 
States, and there is every reason to 
propheay that our fair city, from its ad- 
vantageous puaition, will in a very large 
measure bo benefited.

FRANCE, CHINA AND THE I'OPE. 

It was and is tho desire of the CelesUal 
govetament that a papal delegate should 
be accredited to Pekin, and a Ohinese 

ambassador sent to tno Vatican. As 
au English exchange points out, Popo 
Leo was cjuilo williTig lu eiiier into the 
proposed relations, and actually nomina- 
ted Monsignnra Agliardi as his represen- 
tative.- Al. De Freycinat perceived that 
China had also another object in view, 
and that whs to koi rid of the French 
protoctorata over iho Roman Catholics 
who make up the rti;cka of tho mission- 
aries. The struggle will now be between 
Paris and Pekin. Thp imperial guvern- 
ineot has determined that the yoneral 
{)rcitact(.iriae nhall bo iibniished. While it 
l a 1 i_-xi»ti;(l, evL-iy Unman Cath(jlii; mis- 
eioiiary enteriiiu' tlii; Chineao field of la- 
bour has taken out ii Freiicii pasapi:it, no 
matter what hi.s aiiii..iji»liiy. AecDiJing 
to the arrangement which is soon to come 
into force, French passports will only be 
acknowledged in the hands of French- 
men. All miasinnariefi of other coun- 
tries' set king pa9.spiirt,4 ^lll^t (ibtain them 
through their reapuctivo eoiiBuls Franco 
can .continue t j [jrotect French citizens — 
as is perfectly riyht — but will havo no 
responsibility for others admitted. Fur- 
thermore, an ambassador will be nomin- 
ated to the Vatican, and not even M. De 
Freycinet will venture to toll the pope 
that ho must not be received. For tho 
present, of course, the pope cannot des- 
patch a nuncio, but the imper- 
ial government, appreciating his po- 
sition, will make every efl'ort to 
preHorve aiuii.'able and imitually satis- 
factory relations under the only circum- 
■tanoes that are now practicable. It is 
well-known that the Chineao authorities 
are anxious to remove a church which, 
having been erected in one of the imperial 
gardens, is felt to be an inconvenience. 
There is no desire to inflict any hardship 
upon its connregalion. Another aito is 
otfered, and ainplo compensation will bo 
paid. The clergy on the spot have no ob- 
jection to the proposal, but the French 
govornmont, having voted a sum year by 
year for th" maiiitenanoe qf tjie labric, 
will not consent. There is reason to be- 
lieve, nevertheless, that the projocl will 
be carried out. The Uhinese government 
will politoly refuse to recognize tho French 
minister in the matter, or in any matter 
not directly affeblinc the rights of his own 
fallow-citizens; and if tho eccloaiastical 
rulers should bo afraid to treat independ- 
ently of France, tho Pekin govornmont 
will execute its intentions of its own ac- 
cord. Of ourso, M. Do Freycinet may 
resent this treatment by a declaration of 
war, but «re do not apprehend anything of 
the kind. It will be a distinct defiance to 
Franco, no doubt, but tho resentment will 
not coine just yet, and China cannot but 
gain strength by time.

HUNGARY. 

— Tho speech m.ido by 
Lord Salisbury at tho Lord Mayor's ban- 
quet in Loudon yeslorday strengthens 
the position of Count Idlnoaki, uud the 
feelins; in the Hungarian delegation .is 
becoming composed and members appear 
loss distrustful of Kalnoski. The Magyar 
delegates express the hope that tho speech 
portends a fresh grouping of the powers 
similar to that which Count Andrasy 
evoked at Berlin. The congress com- 
mittee of the delectation will meet to- 
morrow, Count Andrns'y presiding. It is 
probable the committee will demand that 
the Imperial govoriniienl resist tho es- 
tabliahment of an oxeluaively llusaian iu- 
flnenoe in Bulgaria.

Later— A soB.fioii of the Sobranje to elect 
a MMcotssor to L'riuco Alexander was held 
this morning, and was not deferred until 
to-morrow morning as was expected, Tho 
prime minister proposed tho name of Prince 
Waldemar, when tho wholo asifembly aroso 
in a body and elected Waldemar by accla- 
mation.

As this emptied 
bis revolver he proceeded to load his gun 
in order to complete his bloody work, A 
slight mistake iu 'this woB tho only thing 
that stopiied further proceediuga. The 
l)owdor was poured into ouo bairel and by 
an error the shot into the other. With this 
he endeavored to blow off tho Lead of -an- 
othur child, but thoro was nothing but pow- 
der iu the barrel. Tho child's fac» was 
severely burnt by tbo explosion, A Loavy 
blanket sviis then seized and wound around 
tho Hufl'ering child and this was securely 
wrapped with a heavy wire in the .hojM that 
he might accomplish by suffocation what he 
had faiUnl in by t he! uso of the shot-gun. 
Tho child will recover, although fearfully 
di^ligured about the face. The murderer 
then mounted a horse and started across 
tho field towards Marino with tbo avowed 
intention of murdering his wife's father and 
mother. Hefore he could accomDlish this, 
however, tho wounded young lady had 
made her way to the village and notified 
the inhabitants of what had happened and 
they had congregated ior resiatauoe. Hear- 
ing that his plan was frustiated. Purple 
then hastened to Jetmore,and sunrendered 
to tho authorities, where he was placed in 
jail, surrounded by a heavy guard. Last 
night a mob of lOU men went quietly up to 
the jail and demanded tho priHoner, who 
was delivered with little ceremony.

Mr. Theodore Davie, who appeared for 
the defendant, admitted that his .oUent 
had plied for hire on Government!street, 
it being the intention to teat tho validity 
of the bylaw. Haoknion had f.'Uiid that 
complying with the new regulations as to 
standing on Douglas street meant starva- 
tion. It is A principle of law that bylawa 
must bo reasonable and indiscriminate. 
The one in queation waa unreasonable 
and diacriiniiiate, both as to the public 
and the backmeu,^Bnd, oonsectuontly, it 
was qbipiBtide13^:^'w)M^ it'ull ^ void. If 
the location "of hncka'aihd express wngnna 
along Government, Y'ates, Fort, an I other 
streets is to he regarded aa a nuiaaiico 
against the ruaiden'a of tlioao streets, 
then equally or with groater force 
is their concontratioii upon Dougliia 
street a nuiaance to the inhabitants of 
that street, All burthena must bo borne 
equally, and a bylaw imposing a buithon 
exclusively upon one strott whilst freeing 
all the remainder ia manifo.slly unfair. 
If, on tho other hand, tho prosencn of 
these vehicles is to be deemed a public 
convenience then the bylaw is unfair to 
those thoroughfares where vehicles are 
not allowed to ply. The fares demanded 
before this bylaw, when there waa free coni- 
pet tion upon all llieatreeta was, for hacks 
81 per hour — but now, the hacks whoso 
owners are not the pnosoaaors ol itablos in 
town, having been ilriven to out-of-the- 
way streets, where no one waiila to hire 
them — tho price ia raioed by a c:iin|iulaoiy 
tariff, under tho bylaw, to -Vl oO per (■mur 
to tho eminent advaiitasju of ihoaa owning 
stables within call, who are thua 
enabled to monopoli^) all the busi- 
uesB, but to the general detriment 
of the public, who no longer 
have the advantage of the low jiricea, 
which competition cnuaea, to say nothing 
of the unfortunate hackniaii vvitHoiU a 
town stable, who liiuU himself frc /.-mi coin 
pletely out. Thua tho ell'-ict of tho bylaw is 
to create a monopoly in favor of tho slab e 
owners and to authorize .them 1 1 charge 
exorbitant rates. The prohibition ngHiiiat 
plying for hire upon the main thorough- 
fares was as absurd aa niircasonahlo, for, 
consistently with thia roat;ric'ioii, ilio om- 
nibuses which pick up p i.saenuors upon 
Government atreet, are violating tho law. 
What would be thought of a ro;;ulutioii in 
London, Now York, or other large cen- 
tres, which prevented omnibusca or stroet 
cars from picking up passengers upon the 
atreeta? And if such a proviaion would 
be aoouted aa absurd in largo cities, svith 
how much more reason ia such a 
law outrageous iu a compara'tively 
small city like Vict iria. Another 
principle ia that by-lawa niuat not 
interfere with vested rights. In this case 
the defendant had received his license 
from the corporation, at a time when Gov- 
ernment street had been marked out by 
the council as a stand. Probably if it 
had been known that the council could 
arbitrarily change tho stand defendant 
would nut have taken out a license. The 
license was equivalent to a contract be- 
tween the corporation and tho hackinan 
thot the latter should bo permitted to use 
the stand until the terniiniition of the 
license. The principle of this point had 
heeu directly decided by Mr. Juttice 
Gray in the Sunday closing case of Sim- 
uel Clay, and Mr. Davio could not see how 
the present case could be diatiiiguiahod. 
The bylaw could only operate upon future 
licenses. 

His worship remarked that it appeared 
to him that in view of Mr. Justice Gray's 
judgment, the laat objection avRBd was 
fatal to the prosecution. He would not 
decide, however, without taking time to 
consider. 

Mr. Davie aaid thut he ahould like to 
argue the caae further if there was any 
doubt, and alio to quote some authorities 
which he would do on a future occaaiun. 

His worship adjourned tho further 
hearing until to-day, at 10 a. m. 

Rev. W. W. Perclval's Lecture.

At tho couoluaioii of the lec- 
ture, Mr. W. "Walker, seconded byMr. J. 
L. Ueckwith, moved a vote of thanks for 
tho lecture, which was carried uiyini- 
mously.

QUEBEC. 

A case that reeallH to memory soma 
of the ever-famous incidents of the Gui- 
bord affair has been entered in court 
at "Montreal, by Messrs. Mercier, Beau- 
Boloil & Martineau. Some yeara ago a 
young lady by the name of Fortinr was 
married to a IMr. Joseph Vermette, of 
Cote St. Louis. Before hia marriago 
the latter had purchased a lot in the 
Cote des Neiges oemeteiy, and_ when, 
abcut four years after their union, he 
died, ho was buried therein. Two years 
later his widow wae once more united 
in tliR bonds of matrimony, this time 
to a well-to-do gRnthynen, also of Oote 
St. Louis, named Mark Oharbonneau. 
When her firib husband die;] ahoi^^ter- 
ed into possession or a portion of his 
estate, but there was no mention made 
of the cemetery lot in the tostaniant. 
La.st October she allowed tho dead 
child of a Montreal relative named Al- 
exis Ratelle to be buried in tho lot that 
had belonged to her liusband, and in 
which tho latter was interred. This 
greatly displeased the two children she 
had given birth to with her first hus- 
band, and they are now suing their 
mother, her husband, Alexi.s llatello 
and the Fabrique of Notre Dame, to 
force them to reinovo tho dead body of 
the child Ilatolle from beside that of 
their father. It is the first time in the 
annals of the bar that an action of this 
nature has been entered in court.
